figure. The alternative commonly 
proposed — that of chipping, he 
said, was not anywhere near this 
figure. If it were, he assured the 
council, he would use chipping, as 
he is anxious to accommodate as 
many Greenbelters as possible. 

Herman Ammon, representing 
GE1AC, asked that council investi¬ 
gate another method of clearing 
land, known as the combined chip- 
per-scissor approach. He said that 
the firm developing this method 
would clear the land for $2,000 to 
$2,500 per acre. 

This method, he said, would have 
the advantage of preventing the 
pollution of vital air resources, 
would reduce the trees to easily 
disposable sawdust, and would ob¬ 
viate the need for transporting 
many of the stumps to far-away 
land fills. 

Earlier Kay had said that such 
debris as stumps cannot be chip¬ 
ped and must be trucked away to 
rubble fills. He estimated that to 
clear 50 acres of the Greenbriar site 
using the chipping method would 
require the removal of 3,750 truck- 
loads of stumps. These trucks, he 
continued, would have to travel 
26.9 miles each way to the nearest 
rubble fill for a total of 300,000 
miles. This would require the con¬ 
sumption of 4,000 gallons of diesel 
fuel. Maynard Greenblat of the 
Glassman Construction Co., agreed 
with these figures and asked the 
audience to think of all the air pol¬ 
lution that would be created by 
truck exhausts as well as traffic 
congestion. “These are known pollu¬ 
tants,” he said. Also mentioned was 
the noise pollution created by the 
chipping machines. 

Pollution Effects 
Council members Elizabeth Maf- 
fay and Rhea Cohen expressed con¬ 
cern that no one had any informa¬ 
tion on the exact amount of pollu¬ 
tants emitted into the atmosphere 
by the ACD or the long-range ef¬ 
fects of ACD on the environment. 
Mrs. Cohen called the ACD a new 
experimental method. 

Kay and Greenblat denied that 
the method was experimental. It 
has been used hundreds of times, 
they said, and it is approved by 
such governmental agencies as the 
U. S. Government, Prince Georges 
county (outside the Beltway,) the 
State, as well as other jurisdictions 
all over the country. They also min¬ 
imized the effects of the ACD on 
air pollution by noting that there is 
no habitation near the Smith- Ew¬ 
ing site. 

Waste of Wood 

Opponents of the ACD stressed 
the waste of raw material that oc¬ 
curs in burning. Ammon said that 
loggers would be interested in buy¬ 
ing, cutting, and hauling away the 
larger marketable timber from the 
site, leaving the developer a direct 
profit. 

Kay replied that he has been in¬ 
contact with numerous loggers and 
none were interested. Furthermore, 
he said, loggers would of necessity 
be selective in their choice of 
trees, which means that he would 
still be left with clearing away the 
unwanted trees. 

Another argument against the 
ACD was that it would require 
constant city manpower to super¬ 
vise the operation to make sure 
that the trench was not overloaded 
and was not a safety hazard. Kay 
offered to pay the salary of any 
city employee who was assigned to 
such a job and to put up a per¬ 
formance bond. He also produced 
correspondence from the county 
bureau of environmental health 
testifying as to the credentials of 
the company that Kay said would 
be engaged in the ACD operation.

to accept the sewage effluent from 
the treatment plant.”

particular, guarantees were wanted 
that (1) the pumping station serv¬ 
ing the Greenbriar development 
would be constructed at the time 
the apartments were ready for oc¬ 
cupancy so that, in the event of any 
unanticipated plant malfunction, 
the effluent from the Greenbriar 
temporary sewage treatment plant 
could be discharged directly into 
the public sewer system; and that 
(2) the funds for the construction 
of the pumping station are included 
in the current county’s capital im¬ 
provement program. 

WSSC Review 

According to Steve Kanofsky of 

the Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC), the staff is 
currently reviewing a plan submit¬ 
ted by Greenbriar consultant Ben 
Dyer and Associates for a tempor¬ 
ary package pumping station which, 
in the event of a sewage emergen¬ 
cy, would pump the effluent to near¬ 
by public sewer lines leading to 
the Western Branch .The tempor¬ 
ary plant would be operated until 
the permanent plant is completed. 

WSSC has completed a prelimin¬ 
ary review of the treatment plant 
and recommended certain changes 
with which the Greenbriar devel¬ 
oper Alan Kay said he would com¬ 
ply, Kanofsky said, ‘We want to 
make certain that the plan con¬ 
forms with the requirements of the 
Ten Year Water and Sewer Plan.” 

Regarding the inclusion of the 
permanent pumping station in the 
capital improvement program, WS¬ 
SC said that the facility was inclu¬ 
ded in the program. The developer 
will pay a major cost of the per¬ 
manent facility as well as the total 
construction and operation costs of 
the temporary plants. 

Still Concerned 

County Health Officer Perry 
Stearns noted that, while it ap¬ 
peared to him that all the legal re¬ 
quirements had been satisfied as 
far as his department was con¬ 
cerned, he still maintained that the 
stream on parcel 1 in Greenbelt 
north of Sanitary Fill Road (North¬

Council Plans Ahead 
For Land Acquisition; 
Pool Fees Held Firm 

Taking the long view, city coun¬ 
cil at its March 19 meeting author¬ 
ized the city manager to plan a 
land acquisition program that will 
include parts of the Smith-Ewing 
property, parts of parcel 1, and part 
of parcel 15. The first step will be 
to explore the extent to which funds 
may be available from the State of 
Maryland for parkland acquisition, 
so that the council can determine 
how much additional funds may be 
needed from the city’s own resour¬ 
ces, such as revenue-sharing funds 
and past or future bond issues. 

The manager was directed to pre¬ 
pare grant applications for the fol¬ 
lowing: (1) Smith-Ewing property 
adjacent to F. D. Roosevelt senior 
high school. 31.3832 acres are in¬ 
volved of which about 25% is al¬ 
ready pledged through agreement 
with the Greenbriar developer and 
a mandatory dedication understand¬ 
ing with MNCPPC. . 

(2) 75 acres of parcel 1 (the land 
between the GHI properties and the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway), to 
include a stream valley. 

(3) Approximately 19 acres of 
parcel 15 — land owned by Reiner, 
Lerner, and Ammerman, trustees — 
located adjacent to Greenbelt Lake 
between Charlestown North and the 
Capital Beltway. 

Swimming Pool Fees 

The Greenbelt city council has 
tentatively decided not to raise the 
swimming pool fees for residents 
this year. The family admission 
pass rate will remain at $35 and 
the daily admission rate will still 
be $1 for adults and 50c for chil¬ 
dren. However, the council agreed 
to increase the family admission 
rate for non-residents from $75 to 
$80. The daily admission rates for 
non-residents will stay the same 
($1.50 for adults, $1 for children). 

The council also decided to in¬ 
crease the charge for swimming in¬ 
structions. Each Greenbelt child 
will pay $4 this year instead of $3 
for the basic six-hour swimming 
course. A maximum of $7 (pre¬ 
viously $5) will be charged for a 
family with two or more children. 

Greenbelt citizens will have a 
chance to comment on the changes 
at the next council meeting when 
the resolution comes up for final 
passage. 

Council Appointments 

Council appointed Gregory Faza- 
kerley, 9123 Springhill Lane, and 
Leon Raesley, 6006 Springhill Drive, 
to two vacancies on the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board. Faza- 
kerley’s term will run to May 1973 
and Raesley’s to May 1974. 

Nino Moretti, 121 Rosewood 
Drive, was appointed to the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board for a term 
to expire in October 1973. 

Other Matters 

Council approved the expenditure 
of $7,000 from unappropriated sur¬ 
plus to meet current bills incurred 
in connection with the renovation 
of the Greenbelt commercial center 
mall. This is a temporary financing 
arrangement since it is anticipated 
that the cost of the renovation will 
be financed through bonds to be 
repaid by a tax levy against the 
property within a special taxing 
district at the commercial center. 

Referred to the Park and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board was a request 
by the Greenbelt Aquatic Boosters’ 
Club for the installation of a turn 
ing wall at the swimming pool. 

Change in Meeting Dates 

Council has moved back its regu¬ 
lar meetings for April to April 9 
and 23. The meeting to consider a 
day care center for Greenbelt, pre¬ 
viously set for April 9, was re-set 
for April 2. 


At issue was an amendment to 
the city’s anti-burning ordinance 
which would permit burning of 
trees, branches, and limbs six in¬ 
ches or more in diameter, provided 
that the method of burning is ap¬ 
proved by the State and county 
and that the density of smoke does 
not exceed 1 on the Ringlemann 
chart (The Ringlemann chart 
grades the various densities of 
smoke. The higher the number, the 
more dense the smoke. No. 1 on the 
scale is barely visible emission.) 
Trees and shrubbery less than six 
inches in diameter would be dis¬ 
posed of by chipping. Open pit 
burning, also known as trench 
burning or the air curtain destruc¬ 
tor (ACD) method, would be per¬ 
mitted under the amendment. 

Triggering the issue is the need 
for clearing the Smith-Ewing tract 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway for the Greenbriar apart¬ 
ment complex and the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt senior high school. Fav¬ 
oring the ACD method were the 
Greenbriar developers, Alan Kay 
and associates, and the Glassman 
Construction Company who have 
the contract for constructing the 
high school. Both argue that ACD 
is much cheaper than any other 
method of clearing the land. Op¬ 
posing the ACD was, among others, 
the Greenbelt Environmental Ac¬ 
tion Committee (GEAC) who feared 
the effect on the city’s environment. 

The ACD method utilizes a deep 
trench into which air is blown ac¬ 
ross the entire length. The angle 
of the ajr induction is such that it 
results in almost complete combus¬ 
tion. The emission is therefore, rel¬ 
atively smoke free. It is thus con¬ 
sidered far superior to- convention¬ 
al burning. 

Economics of the Situation 

Kay said that the ACD method 
would cost about $1,100 an acre to 


New Refuse Regulations 

Beginning the week of April 2, 
the new Greenbelt ordinance re¬ 
quiring that newspapers be separ¬ 
ated from household trash will go 
into effect. This ordinance requires 
that all newspapers be separated 
from household trash and refuse. 
While only newspapers are required 
to be separated, residents are urged 
to recycle all paper products in¬ 
cluding magazines, fliers, pamph¬ 
lets and the like. 

During the voluntary recycling 
program the City has been conduct¬ 
ing, it was found that there was 
a ready market for the sale of 
newspapers but not always for 
magazines and similar printed mat¬ 
ter. Therefore, the ordinance only 
requires that newspapers be sep¬ 
arated, but, as noted, unless advance 
notice is provided, all paper will be 
collected as long as it is saleable. 
In order to implement this new pro¬ 
gram the following changes in the 
regulations will go into effect on 
April 2. The middle collection each 
week will be for paper only. Hence, 
if you currently receive collection 
on Monday, Wednesday and Friday, 
your Wednesday 'collection will be 
paper only. Similarly, if your pre-¬ 
sent collection schedule is Tuesday, 
Thursday and Saturday, Thursday 
will be your paper collection day. 
During the week of a holiday, paper 
collection will be curtailed so that 
residents will always receive at 
least two refuse and trash collec¬ 
tions. 

Paper to be collected on the 
above noted days will be collected at 
the trash closets in GHI homes or in 
the rear yard of those in single 
family homes. Paper may be placed 
in a separate container if residents 
so choose; however, the container 
must be marked with either a “P” 
or the word “PAPER”. If a separ¬ 
ate container is not used paper 
must be bundled, bagged, tied or 
similarly secured and placed next 
to the regular trash cans on col¬ 
lection days so that it is clearly 
visible to the collector.

I believe any money expended by 
the city on the Center Mall beyond 
repairs and renewal of the present 
facilities will be tax money poured 
down the drain, as it will not im 
prove the taxing value of the pre¬ 
sent buildings.
